REMARKS 

The Examiner's Amendment included a typographical error in claim 21. The 
words "of each" are replaced by "each" in the current Amendment. 

Applicant also provides a summary of the substance of an interview dated 
January 27^, 2006 between Examiner Belix M. Ortiz and Eric Gash and while the 
Application was subject to a non- final rejection. The interview was summarized by 
the Office in the Notice of Allowance mailed on February 14^, 2006. During the 
interview, Eric Gash proposed possible amendments to the claims. Examiner Ortiz 
and Mr. Gash agreed to the proposed amendments to claims 18 and 20-24, which the 
Office made through an Examiner's Amendment excepting the typographical error to 
claim 21.
